To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bristol,  in  the  County 
of  Grafton,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town   affairs  : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House 
in  said  Bristol,  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  (14)  day  of 
March  next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  and  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  year  ensuing,  and 
make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
for  the  support  of  Highways  and  Bridges  for  the  year 
ensuing,  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ask  for  State 
Aid  for  new  construction  road,  and  if  so  to  raise  the  sum 
of  twenty-eight  hundred  and  twenty-three  and  75-100 
dollars  ($2,823.75),  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
the  Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Sidewalks  for  the 
year  ensuing,  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  for 
the  Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Sewers  for  the  year 
ensuing,  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

7.  Agreeably  to  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  annual 
meeting  March  8,  1921,  to  elect  five  (5)  members  of  the 
Budget  Committee  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  fill  any 
vacancies  in  said  committee. 


8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  ($150.00),  for  the  observance  of 
Memorial  Day,  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
highway  and  bridge  in  Bristol,  located  near  the  Fred 
Patten  homestead  (westerly)  on  Smith  River  Highway, 
the  said  highwa}-  and  bridge  to  be  discontinued,  known 
as  the  upper  bridge  and  highway,  leading  from  the  main 
highway  to  and  into  the  Town  of  Hill. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  Street  Lights 
around  the  Foot  of  Newfound  Lake  easterly  side,  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

11.  I'o  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  control  of 
White  Pine  Blister  Rust  in  Bristol,  and  make  appropria- 
tion of  the  same. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote 
taken  at  the  Town  Meeting-  in  1932,  relative  to  appoint- 
ing a  police  offtcer  by  the  Selectmen,  and  repeal  all  acts 
and  amendments  pertaining  thereto. 

\?>.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  as  a 
Town  Ordinance,  as  adopted  by  the  Selectmen,  as  pro- 
vided in  Chapter  155  of  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  the 
General  Court  of  1931,  to  wit. 

"Games  of  baseball,  hockey,  football  or  any  games 
or  sports  or  exhibitions  of  any  physical  skill  to  which 
admission  is  charged  or  to  which  donations  are  accepted, 
may  be  held  after  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and 
theatrical  or  vaudeville  performances  or  motion  pictures 
may  be  opened  after  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the 
Lord's  Day." 


14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  same 
discount  on  taxes  as  in  1932  and  to  make  this  permanent 
until  repealed  by  vote  of  the  Town. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
road  agent  to  set  aside  the  sum  of  $500.00  from  the 
general  highway  funds  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  brush 
along  the  highway  ;  the  same  to  be  done  in  the  month  of 
August  in  a  thorough  manner  the  full  width  of  the  high- 
way limit  the  same  as  State  highways. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  the  Select- 
men thirty-five  cents  per  hour,  not  to  exceed  two  hundred 
dollars  per  year. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  call  for  bids  for  collecting  the  tax  for  1933 
and  to  accept  the  lowest  reliable  bid. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  full 
time  Police  service,  and  to  elect  an  officer  who  may  be 
called  for  duty  when  needed,  also  to  appoint  8  special 
officers  5  of  which  shall  be  of  the  rural  districts,  all  to 
be  invested  with  power  to  make  arrests  and  be  supplied 
with  badge,  such  specials  to  receive  pay  only  when 
called  on  duty. 

19.  To  see  if  the  town  Avill  vote  to  give  a  preference 
to  tax  payers  on  real  estate,  for  work  on  the  highway  or 
any  other  town  work,  this  to  apply  to  teams,  trucks, 
equipment  or  material. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Select- 
men appoint  a  Tax  Collector,  instead  of  electing  one  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote,  to  direct  the  Road 
Agent  to  sell  the  Town  Team  and  equipment  as  can  be 
spared,  for  the  highest  price  obtainable ;  That  such 
monevs  as  the  said  Agent  shall  receive,  shall  be  expended 


for  a  Town  Motor  Truck.  Said  truck  to  be  approved  by 
the  Selectmen,  or  an  agent  appointed  by  them,  and  such 
other  moneys  as  may  be  needed  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated, for  the  final  payment  on  said  truck. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
Town  Garbage  Collection  Service,  and  inaugurate  the 
same,  after  the  truck  shall  have  been  purchased  and 
delivered.  That  each  householder  or  landlord  on  any 
house  desiring  service  shall  provide  a  metal  ash  can  or 
cans,  the  cans  shall  be  placed  on  the  outer  edge  of  the 
sidewalks,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  pedestrians  ;  col- 
lections shall  be  on  certain  days  of  the  week  and  shall 
not  be  changed  except  by  notice  of  at  least  one  week  in 
advance  by  notice  in  the  Bristol  Enterprise.  Nothing 
shall  be  placed  in  the  cans  that  shall  give  offensive  odors 
or  contrary  to  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Health.  The 
limits  of  collection  shall  be  made  by  the  Selectmen. 

23.  To  see  if  Town  will  vote  any  change  in  the 
Salaries  of  the  Selectmen,  Road  Agent,  Tax  Collector, 
ToAvn  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Chief  of  Police  and  Aids  and  of 
the  men  on  road  work ;  and  whether  they  shall  tax  payers 
in  our  town. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250.00), 
for  the  grading  and  drainage  of  the  Base  Ball  Field, 
which  shall  be  done  as  early  this  spring  as  is  feasible. 
This  work  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, Ervin  Hopkins.  That  the  field  shall  be  called 
Kelly  Field  in  honor  of  the  donor.  That  said  Ervin  W: 
Hopkins  shall  be  made  constable  by  virtue  of  his  office 
at  a  salary  to  be  established  by  the  Selectmen.  That 
any  previous  vote  of  the  town  against  raising  or  appro- 
priating any  money  or  moneys  for  the  Common  or  Park, 
is  hereby  repealed  and  made  null  and  void. 


25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Bristol  Athletic  Association  to  be  divided  between 
the  Base  Ball  Team  and  the  Basket  Ball  Team,  pro- 
vided that  the  price  of  tickets  for  adults  shall  not  exceed 
twenty-five  cents  each. 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  lay  out  a  sidewalk  on  Summer  Street: 
Commencing  at  the  residence  of  Ashley  P.  Whipple  and 
extend  so  far  as  the  moneys  may  permit,  and  the  sum  of 
$500.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  same  for 
this  year. 

27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  set  aside  from 
the  sidewalk  appropriation,  and  that  a  sidewalk  be  con- 
structed from  in  front  of  St.  Matthew's  Church  in  a 
diagonal  direction  to  the  cement  entrance  to  the  Lothrop 
garage  ;  Also  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  estate  of  the 
late  John  A.  Favor  be  reconstructed  in  a  horizontal 
position.  That  the  Selectmen  shall  notify  the  road  agent 
to  cut  off  to  the  edge  of  our  sidewalks  as  at  present 
constructed  so  as  to  drain  the  water  from  them.  That 
all  loam  and  sods  so  cut  off  shall  be  drawn  onto  the 
western  side  of  the  Cass  property  or  Kelly  Park  for  use 
in  grading  said  Park,  that  all  rocks  shall  be  drawn  away 
to  the  dump. 

28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote,  that  the  Bristol 
Village  Fire  District,  established  March  31.  1871,  be  and 
is  hereby  abolished,  and  the  Town  of  Bristol  is  made 
the  Fire  District.  Served  by  the  present  Fire  Commis- 
sioners, Fire  Companies  and  Men  as  such. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  or  neighbor- 
hood to  provide  in  brooks,  reservoirs  so  constructed 
with  cement  or  other  material  acceptable  by  the  Fire 
Commissioners    or    in    other    cases    to    rivers    at    their 
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expense,  that  no  injustice  may  be  done,  if  any  person 
shall  show  that  they  cannot  receive  fire  protection  the 
Selectmen  shall  not  assess  a  precinct  tax  in  such  cases. 

29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote,  that  a  sum  of 
money  not  to  exceed  ($750.00)  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  paving  ditches  and 
oiling  roads  or  streets  such  paving  to  be  done  previous 
to  oiling  and  the  Selectmen  shall  select  the  streets  or 
roads  which  shall  be  treated  and  their  judgment  shall 
be  final. 

30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $800.00  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  and  equipping  a  building  to  make  concrete 
slabs  to  build  sidewalks  ;  Said  building  to  be  erected  near 
the  town  barn  to  be  used  in  stormy  or  winter  weather,  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  work  to  our  welfare  people  ;  and 
the  Town  shall  also  raise  and  appropriate  an  added  sum 
not  to  exceed  $1,500.00  to  pay  for  cement  and  other 
supplies,  and  also  to  pay  those  employed,  those  so 
employed  shall  receive  $2.00  a  day  for  eight  hours'  work. 

31.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

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MINOT-SLEEPER  LIBRARY— REPORT   OF 
TRUSTEES 


The  trustees  of  Minot-Sleeper  library  have  no 
unusual  offering  to  present  to  the  town  this  year.  The 
work  has  gone  on  as  usual,  with  the  library  open 
Wednesday  and  Saturday  afternoons  and  evenings.  The 
librarian.  Miss  Mary  A.  Rogers,  has  served  the  public 
courteously  and  efficiently. 

In  compliance  with  a  recent  law.  the  trustees,  in- 
stead of  being  appointed  by  the  selectmen,  were  elected 
at  the  last  town  meeting  as  follows :  For  one  year — 
John  O.  Lovejoy,  William  C.  White,  Fred  H.  Ackerman  ; 
two  years — John  W.  Dole,  Mrs.  E.  Maude  Ferguson, 
Mrs.  Maude  M.  Pollard ;  three  years — Miss  Mary  D. 
Musgrove,  Karl  G.  Cavis,  Mrs.  Lepha  M.  Smith.  On 
the  death  of  Mrs.  Ferguson,  the  trustees  requested  the 
selectmen  to  appoint  Charles  R.  Follansbee  as  a  trustee 
to  fill  the  vacancy. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  trustees  following  the  town 
meeting,  the  by-laws  were  revised,  changing  the  date  of 
the  annual  meeting  to  the  third  Tuesday  in  March.  This 
change  was  made  so  that  the  organization  of  the  trustees 
would  follow  the  town  meeting. 

At  a  meeting  in  Mav  the  trustees  voted  a  note  of 
a])preciation  to  Frank  N.  Oilman,  who  had  given 
generous  service  as  a  trustee  of  the  library  for  20  years. 
The  trustees  have  also  placed  on  record  resolutions  of 
appreciation  for  the  valued  services  rendered  by  Mrs. 
E.   Claude   Ferguson,  deceased. 

To  meet  a  popular  demand,  the  closing  supper  hour 
was  made  one-half  hour  later  than  formerly,  being  now 
from  5 :30  to  6 :30.  The  librarian's  report  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  trustees  showed  that  the  whole  number 
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of  books  loaned  during  the  year  was  19,531  ;  of  these, 
11,906  were  fiction;  3,906  juvenile  fiction;  3,699  miscel- 
laneous. An  increase  in  the  patrons  of  the  reading  room 
brought  the  number  to  4,641.  Books  added  to  the  library 
were  189.  Collected  for  dues,  fines,  etc.,  $55.84.  The 
age  limit  of  those  entitled  to  take  books  remains  at  eight 
years,  the  lil)rary  privileges  also  extending  to  those 
residing  in  nearby  towns.  Every  effort  possible  is 
made  to  cooperate  with  the  schools,  and  reference  lists 
for  the  use  of  pupils  in  their  school  work  are  placed  in 
the  library  by  the  teachers.  Included  in  the  acquisition 
of  books  is  a  new  Webster's  International  dictionary. 
The  librarian  also  reported  that  the  summer  people  were 
more  and  more  taking  advantage  of  the  library  and  that 
she  had  distributed  in  increasing  numbers,  maps  and 
guide  books  provided  by  the  New  Hampshire  Develop- 
ment Commission. 

A  graph  prepared  by  Miss  Dorothy  Annable  of  the 
State  Library  Commission,  covering  the  years  1920-1932, 
showed  a  marked  increase  in  the  circulation  of  books, 
and  a  very  small  increased  expense,  indicating  that  the 
patrons  are  receiving  much  more  for  their  money  now 
than  in  former  years. 

A  table  of  comparative  figures,  showing  Bristol  and 
other  towns  of  similar  population,  was  also  prepared  by 
Miss  Annable,  and  is  herewith  presented  to  the  public. 
( See  next  page.) 

The  librarv  is  indebted  to  Mrs.  Louise  Cummings 
for  the  gift  of  a  set  of  "Histories  of  the  Great  War,"  and 
to  Dr.  Fred  Eastman  for  several  of  his  books.  Citizens 
are  urged  to  remember  the  library  with  gifts,  large  or 
small,  and  with  bequests  wherever  possible. 

Those  who  are  most  familiar  with  our  library  are 
more  and  more  appreciative  of  our  reading  room  which 
is  supplied  with  a  large  number  of  the  best  magazines. 
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Were  it  not  for  the  Minnie  Maria  Day-Jackman  fund  this 
privilege  of  our  library  would  be  very  small  indeed. 
Purchases  from  this  fund  include  not  only  the  maga- 
zines, but  also  books  for  reference  in  the  library.  Every 
possible  use  is  also  made  of  the  magazines  after  the  year 
is  completed  when  they  are  no  longer  of  use  in  the 
reading  room. 

Magazines  to  be  found  on  the  tables  include  Ameri- 
can. American  Boy,  American  Girl,  American  Forests 
and  Forestry,  Child  Life,  Junior  Home,  Atlantic,  Asia, 
Geographic,  Woman's  Home  Companion,  Harper's, 
Ladies'  Home  Journal,  Literary  Digest,  Nature  Maga- 
zine, Our  Dumb  Animals,  Outlook,  American  Issue,  St. 
Nicholas,  Linn's  Weekly  Stamp  News,  Popular 
Mechanics,  World's  Work,  Popular  Science,  Current 
History,  Scientific  American,  The  Pathfinder,  Every  Girl, 
American  Home,  Good  Housekeeping,  School  Arts  Mag- 
azine, Book  Review  Digest,  Better  Homes  and  Gardens, 
Embroideress,  Scribner's,  Audubon  Society  of  N.  H., 
D.  A.  R.  Magazine,  American  Nature,  Country  Gentle- 
man, Etude,  Jacobs  Band  Magazine,  School  Musical, 
Forum,  Harpers'  Bazaar,  Needlecraft,  American  Forests, 
Current  History,  and  others.  A  few  periodicals  are  con- 
tributed by  clubs  and  individuals. 

The  trustees  have  complied  with  the  conditions  of 
the  will  of  Mrs.  Mabel  N.  Bickford  in  a  manner  satis- 
factory to  Raymond  Cavis,  executor,  and  have  now 
placed  in  the  library  the  mineral  specimens  of  Mrs. 
Bickford's  father,  William  A.  Rice,  and  have  received 
from  the  estate  $350. 

Miss  Rogers  is  always  solicitous  for  the  patrons  and 
Avherever  possible  guides  the  selection  of  books  by  the 
children.  She  cannot,  however,  fill  the  place  of  the 
parents  in  this  respect.  Murder  stories,  and  many  other 
books,  suitable  for  the  adult  mind,  should  not  be  read 


by  small  children.  To  prevent  this  she  needs  the  cooper- 
ation of  the  parents,  who  should  know  what  their  chil- 
dren are  reading.  The  aid  of  the  parents  is  important 
and  is  urged. 

Requests  for  new  books  are  being  met  as  far  as 
funds  will  permit,  but  the  amount  available  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  is  very  small,  considering  the  wide  range 
of  types  of  books  desired  and  the  fact  that  from  this 
small  fund  must  come  the  money  for  rebinding  and 
replacement  of  many  books  most  in  demand.  The  latest 
fiction  is  usually  high  in  price,  so  even  city  libraries  or 
those  well  endowed  must  often  wait  for  the  reduced 
price.  However,  all  requests  for  books  will  be  carefully 
considered  by  the  committee,  and  purchase  will  be  made 
at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  trustees  plans  for  imme- 
diate improvements  in  the  library  were  made  by  the 
trustees,  together  with  the  trustees  of  the  library  fund 
of  the  Woman's  club.  This  list  of  trustees  includes 
Mrs.  Alice  E.  Tapply  Mrs.  Nell  G.  Lamson,  Mrs.  Mary 
D.  Senior,  Miss  Mary  A.  Rogers,  and  Miss  Mary  D.  Mus- 
grove.  With  money  available  from  this  Woman's  club 
fund,  and  some  from  library  bequests,  it  was  decided  to 
proceed  with  improvements  if  possible  and  to  secure  bids 
on  the  installation  of  an  oil  burner,  a  lavatory,  and  toilet, 
and  to  change  the  entrance  to  the  basement  from  the 
vestibule  to  the  main  room.  Mrs.  Tapply  from  the  club 
and  John  W.  Dole  from  the  library  trustees  were 
appointed  to  proceed,  together  with  the  selectmen,  in 
ascertaining  the  expense  of  the  proposed  changes. 

For  the  past  year,  Fred  H.  Ackerman  and  Miss  Mary 
D.  Musgrove  have  served  as  Executive  committee ;  Miss 
Musgrove,  Mrs.  Maude  M.  Pollard,  Mr.  Ackerman,  and 
Karl  G.  Cavis,  book  committee. 
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The  trustees  sincerely  desire  to  make  the  library  the 
greatest  possible  asset  to  the  community.
